authorities had no choice but to 
get out and police assessments. 


The great mistake was that we 


abolished the 18-mill ceiling. 
With millage unlimited the 
school managers took their eye 
off assessments and depended on 
repeated hikes in the tax rate. 


What used to be 18 mills in 


Hope is now 40 mills—and next 
Tuesday the schools will be going 
for a 10-mill hike to 50. The tax on 
the small-propertied citizen has 
increased nearly three times— 
not so, however, for those who 
s y s t e m a t i c a l l y 
r e d u c e 


assessments as the millage rises, 
and conveniently ignore im- 
provements and 
brand new 


construction. 


The assessment boat

steadily, sinking—evidenced by 
the repeated calls for higher tax 
millage.

his retirement. Otherwise, when 
the time comes for him to give 
up his daily grind and he has 
nothing to do, he may curl up 
and die like a rusty leaf. 


This, I trust, will not be my 


fate. I have a theory that life 
begins on R-Day—retirement 
day. 


It is my theory that in a civili- 


zation most men earn their liv- 
ing doing such boring, hum- 
drum, nitty-gritty tasks that it 
is hard for them to stay awake 
let alone keep their self-respect. 
They become inner hermits who

wholesale price index up to 
112.8 per cent of its 1967 base, 
2.8 per cent above a year ear- 
lier. 


Wholesale prices generally in- 


dicate future retail trends and

costs,

prices at both wholesale and re-

levels 
are 
subject 
to 


frequent sharp fluctuations due 
to weather and market condi- 
tions.

U.S. Jobless 
Rate Edges 
Down Some

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's 
unemployment rate 


edged down from 6 per cent to 
5.8 per cent of the work force 
last month, the government 
said 
today. 


Secretary of Labor J. D. Hod- 


gson called it an indication that 
"the economy is moving in a 
favorable direction." 


The actual number of jobless 


Americans remained virtually 
unchanged at 5.4 million, but 
including allowance for normal 
seasonal factors the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics figured it as a 
drop of 185,000. 


Total employment, while ed- 


ging up slightly to 77.2 million, 
also represented a decline on a 
seasonal basis, the report said. 


The bureau said total unem- 


ployment has dropped 300,000 
since a nine-year-high in De- 
cember, but was still 1.6 mil- 
lion above February a year 
ago. 


The report said February's 


was the second straight drop in 
the nation's jobless rate, from 
6.2 per cent in December to 6 
per cent in January to 5.8 per 
cent in February.

Jail Ruling 
Problem to 
Officers

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - On 


the surface, it appears the U.S. 
Supreme Court opened a can of 
worms earlier this week when 
the high court ruled out jailing 
people simply because they are 
too poor to pay their fines. 


The worms may not stop 


crawling until there has been 
some revision of the laws. 


The ruling is expected to have 


"quite an effect" on the three 
county penal farms in the state 
—Pulaski, Mississippi and Phil- 
^ps counties—because most of 
! those sent to the farms are those 
;who cannot pay their fines on 
misdemeanor convictions. 


"It would be humanly impos- 


sible of a court to know how 
far-reaching the opinion of the 
U.S. 
Supreme Court would be 


until you have the opinion and 
opportunity to study it," said 
Municipal Judge Jack Holt Jr. of 
Little Rock. 


"I don't know if they've left 


any loopholes or not," Holt 
said. "If you can't fine some- 
body who is guilty for violating 
the law and they happen not to 
be able to pay the fine and you 
can't send them to the farm, 
then any poor man would have 
the right to go out and commit 
any crime he wanted to and say 
'you can't sent me to jail be- 
cause I'm a poor man'." 


When the crime carries a 


punishment of a fine and jail 
sentence, Holt said the court 
probably would be forced to 
forego the fine and levy only 
the jail sentence. "Now, will he 
come back and say you can't 
send a poor man to jail?" Holt 
asked. 


"If it comes down to the low- 


er courts and if we can't fine 
a man and if he is unable to 
pay it and you can't send him 
to jail, then there are going to 
be a large number of criminals 
turned loose on the public to 
commit the same act as often 
as they please," Holt said. 


Many of those sent to county 


farms are alcoholics. Holt said 
he personally did not think 
putting a known and chronic al- 
coholic in jail was the answer. 
He said, though, "you can't tell 
them to stay home if they are 
going to drink because they 
don't have a home." 


"Now 
if you can't fine them 


for drunkenness, knowning at 
the time they can't pay the fine, 
then you can't send them to the 
county farm, so then what are 
you going to do with the chronic 
alcoholic," Holt said. 


Holt said 
if the 
Supreme 


Court ruling is like it sounds, 
"there is going to have to be 
some remodeling of our laws." 


Pulaski 
County

Frank Mackey said the ruling 
"might possibly mean the penal 
farm could be abolished as it 
now is known," because he said 
the majority of the inmates are 
there because they cannot pay 
their fines. 


There has been a suggested 


alternative that persons would 
not be jailed and would be al- 
lowed to pay their fines on an 
installment basis. 


"We have done that two or 


three times in the last two 
years," Mackey said. "In each 
instance the man has not paid 
his complete fine." 


However, Mackey said this 


would be tried again "if we feel 
it is necessary for a man to be 
out to support his family be- 
cause we don't want the family 
to suffer."

League's top hitter with a .366 
average last year. 


Neither the doctor, Harry Ro- 


gers, nor the vice president, 
Paul Richards, is being particu- 
larly capricious— Carty 's frac- 
tured knee still requires the big 
outfielder to use crutches. 


So Carty's return is com- 


pletely up in the air, leaving 
Harris with the major task of 
locating a replacement while 
the big problem of restoring his 
pitching staff is another major 
headache. 


Harris has Hank Aaron and 


Orlando Cepeda, two-thirds of 
the heart of his batting order in 
camp. Cepeda, who hit .305 and 
hammered 
34 homers 
and 


drove in 111 runs last season, 
came to terms recently joining 
Aaron, a .298 hitter with 38 
home runs and 118 RBIs last 
year. 


While Aaron, Carty and Ce- 


peda 
tore 
apart 
National 


League pitching last year, the 
Braves' pitching staff fell apart 
and the defending West cham- 
pions' title fell with them to a 
fifth-place 
finish. 
Now 
the 


pitchers are back— and Carty's 
gone. 


But, 
Harris speculates, the 


fall may have been as much 
due to complacency as injuries 
that cost the Braves the serv- 
ices of No. 1 reliever Cecil Up- 
shaw for the entire season and 
left Ron Reed ineffective after 
his return. 


"We played bad last year," 


Harris said frankly. "Maybe 
we were too contented after 
winning the previous year and 
maybe it was that the darn Cin- 
cinnati club jumped out to such 
a bad lead. I'm not sure. But I 
am sure that they're working a

lot harder this spring than 
last." 


Whether that's the reason for

got it. Could I have gotten it 
in gym class? What can I do 
r-bout it? 


Dear Header—Do not be 


embarrassed. W o m e n nor- 
mally have some discharge 
from the vagina. In mature 
women the normal discharge 
is minimal and serves to 
keep the delicate lining of 
the vagina lubricated. The 
amount of discharge tends to 
increase about halfway be- 
tween periods or at the time 
the female egg is released 
and again a day or two be- 
fore periods. It is also in- 
creased during pregnanacy. 


The d i s c h a r g e may be 


rather heavy in young girls, 
about your age. The marked 
discharge occurs a few years 
before and after the onset of 
periods. 


The discharge is creamy 


white or clear and causes no 
odor or itching.

U.S. Whaling 
Ships Out of

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


The federal government, prod- 
ded by ecologists, has spiked 
the harpoon cannons of the last 
three American whaling ships 
-all that are left of a fleet that 
once was the world's largest. 


In the 1840s the fleet reached 


a peak of about 750 vessels. New 
Bedford, Mass., was the world's 
whaling capital, and from the 
crow's nest the cry of "Thar she 
blows!" signaled 
excitement 


and danger. 


From the days when whale oil 


lighted lamps, only a small seg- 
ment of the U.S. whaling indus- 
try survived the turn of the cen- 
tury. 


For more than 20 years U.S. 


whaling has been confined to a 
tiny operation in the Pacific 
near San Francisco's Golden 
Gate.

low has won the 1970 National 
Book Awards fiction prize for

the poetry panel split 4 to 1 in 
naming Mona Van Duyn winner 
in that category for "To See, To 
Take."

Ginsberg who took the podium 
during the ceremonies at the 
Hotel Biltmore Tuesday to de- 
nounce the choice of his fellow 
jurors as "ignominious, insensi- 
tive and mediocre." He support- 
ed Gregory Corso's "Elegaic 
Feelings American." 


Earlier the entire poetry pan- 


el had rejected every one of the 
titles nominated through a na- 
tionwide poll of librarians, book- 
sellers and critics and substitut- 
ed their own nominees.

nomination was Erich Segal's 
best selling novel "Love Story." 
It was eliminated in January 
after the fiction panel termed it 
"unworthy" and threatened to 
resign en masse unless it was 
withdrawn. 


Bellow's award was his third. 


His previous winners were "The 
Adventures of Augie March" in 
1954and"Herzog"in 1965.

Stuart 
Symington, D-Mo., that White 
Mouse national security affairs 
adviser Kissinger has become 
secretary of state in everything 
but name. 


Sen. J.W. Fulbright, chair- 


man of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, which called to- 
day's hearings, made much the 
same point in proposing a bill 
aimed at requiring Kissinger to 
come before the panel, even if 
he refuses 
to say anything 


when he gets there. 


Kissinger, 
Fulbright 
said, 


"has steadfastly refused to ap- 
pear before any congressional 
committee, either in public or 
in private. 


"The result 
is 
that 
the 


people's representatives in Con- 
gress are denied direct access 
not only to the President him- 
self, but to the individual who 
is the President's chief foreign 
policy adviser," Fulbright said 
in a speech prepared for the 
Senate today. 


Nixon said Rogers partici- 


pates in every decision he 
makes, and will continue to do 
so. He said he respects Kissi- 
nger's advice as well. 


Nixon told the news confer- 


ence that the secretary of state 
"is always the chief foreign-pol- 
icy adviser and the chief for- 
eign-policy spokesman of the 
administration." 


He also defended the concept 


of executive privilege, 
under 


which Kissinger has declined to 
appear before Congress, as "es- 
sential for the orderly pro- 
cesses of government."

March 16, 1968, infantry sweep 
through the Vietnamese village. 


The prosecution

show Galley's instructions did 
not include the killing of non- 
combatants. 


Efforts 
by the combat-ex- 


perienced jury to widen the 
scope of the trial—through their 
questions and requests for wit- 
nesses that now include a ma- 
jor-general—brought a stern re- 
buke Thursday 
from 
Judge 


Reid Kennedy. 


"I want you to clearly under- 


stand you are not here to in- 
vestigate the operations of Task 
Force Barker," he said, ad- 
dressing himself to the colonel, 
four majors and a captain on 
the jury. 


Calley, a platoon leader in 


one of the companies that com- 
prised the task force, is being 
tried on charges that he killed 
70 unresisting civilians in one 
instance, 30 in another, plus a 
man and a child. 


"We all want you to gather 


as much information as pos- 
sible under the legal rules," 
Kennedy told the jurors. But, 
he said, the only questions they 
must resolve are "whether Lt. 
Galley committed the acts al- 
leged by the goveinment and 
whether Lt. Calley was follow- 
ing orders."
